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REPORT OF BOARD OF ENGINEERS. 


The Board of Engineers of the Fire Department hereby 
submit a report of their doings the past year, and of the con- 
dition of the property placed in their charge. 


THE APPARATUS 


remains the same as it did at the corresponding time last 
year in number of pieces. During the early part of the year 
the ladder truck was completely overhauled, fitted with a rail 
for the extra clothing of the company, a seat for the driver, 
and newly painted to a considerable extent. The hose car- 
riage was also placed in the shop and painted — an improve- 
ment which had for a long time been needed. 

The apparatus of engine No. 1 at South Walpole remains 
the same as last year. 

NEW EQUIPMENT. 


In pursuance of the vote of the town at its meeting in 
March last, 1000 feet of hose, two chemical extinguishers, a 
set of tools for attaching couplings to hose, and a few other 
minor articles were purchased by the Board of Engineers 
whose term expired on the first day of May last. Those 
officers are to be commended for the very efficient manner 
in which they made this purchase, thus showing that they 
endexvored to obtain and did obtain the best possible articles 
with the amount of money appropriated for the same. 

At a trial of the apparatus during the summer at the 
Deacon Lewis property, in raising the forty-foot extension 
ladder we were unfortunate in having one side of the lower 
section crack so badly as to unfit it for further use. This lad- 
der has for some time been thought by many to be too light 
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and slender for a ladder of such length and upon which are 
placed such severe requirements in case of fire. 

In view of such a’condition the Engineers decided to pur- 
chase a heavier ladder to replace the one which had been 
broken. To get what was thought to be needed, it would 
be necessary to incur an expense of $125. 

This was decided to be out of the question, and therefore 
two single ladders of best Oregon pine, and each 30 feet 
long, were purchased at an expense of only $30. They were 
constructed in such a manner as to be put together and form 
an extension ladder fifty-five feet in length. These lad- 
ders were at once given to our local blacksmith, who pro- 
ceeded to equip them with extension apparatus and auto-' 
matic hooks. In doing this work, some devices of our own | 
were used, and we think we can say that we have as good a 
fire ladder as can be purchased, and at fully 60 per cent less in 
cost. Two new poles with locking eye-bolts have been 
obtained to assist in raising and supporting the ladder, thus 
doing away with those antiquated and dangerous crotch-poles 
which have long ago been banished by all modern fire de- 
partments. As yet we have had no opportunity to test it, 
but we are confident that it will perform all that is required 
of it. This ladder, being 15 feet longer than the one it re- 
places, has given rise to considerable comment, and in return 
we will only say that if nothing unforeseen occurs it should 
last for at least twenty years, and long before that time we 
hope to see buildings here that this ladder will be none too 
long for in case of fire. 


THE DEPARTMENT NEEDS: 

First, a steam fire-engine ; 

Second, a suitable place in which to keep the apparatus ; 

Third, a system of giving quicker alarms in case of fire ; 

Fourth, a suitable piece of apparatus to be placed in Kast 
Walpole.

We cannot too urgently inform the town of its need of a 
propelling force to extinguish fires. At the present time we 
think our only way is to purchase a good (third class in size) 
steam fire-engine, as there is hardly a place in the town where 
water could not be obtained within 1200 feet. 

A new steamer of this size could be purchased for about 
$3150, which would be the best obtainable, and with which 
great execution could be performed, as they are guaranteed 
to play a good “fire stream” through from 2500 to 3000 feet 
of hose. 

When the town of Walpole ranks sixth in amount of loss 
by fire of all the cities and towns of Massachusetts, it must 
be clearly evident that, as we have nowhere near the number 
of fires as our sister towns and cities, those which do occur 
are more extensive, and a greater number of them entirely 
destroy the buildings when once they get on fire. 

It is hoped that the town will see the necessity and econ- 
omy of at once procuring something with which we shall be 
able to cope with the fires which occur in our midst. 

The need of 


SUITABLE QUARTERS 


for the housing of our apparatus becomes more apparent 
every day, and it is something upon which the town will need 
to act in the near future. 

It is conceded on all sides that a good fire-alarm system 
is equal to fully sixty-five per cent of good done in the ex- 
tinguishment of fire, and we would invite the careful consid- 
eration of the voters of the town to the feasibility of such a 
system during the coming year. It is not expected that we 
can afford to establish a complete system at present, but what 
we can do is to make a beginning, and as time passes we can 
gradually make additions, so that in a space of five or six 
years we can have a system to be proud of, and something 
that will manifest its worth at the very first fire in which it 
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should be used. An expenditure of say $1500 would give 
us as fine and complete a system as the most sceptical would 
wish for, and we would therefore urge that the town at this 
time expend as much above $400 as it can afford; remem- 
bering that the larger the appropriation the more alarm sta- 
tions we shall rk and thus the property will be far sie 
protected than it is at present. 


THE FIREMEN 


of this town, we are pleased to say, are as an efficient body 
of men as can be found in the State, and if the town had 
that interest in the welfare and progress of the fire depart- 
ment that its members have in the welfare of the town, 
we feel confident that the state of affairs would not be the 
same as at present. They are always ready to respond toa 
eall, be it in summer’s heat or winter’s cold, and the least the © 
town can do is to give them those things which will enable 
them to more successfully cope with the devouring element. 

All they ask is to be placed on an equal footing with the 
firemen of the neighboring towns, and a high standard they 
will ever have. 

The Board of Engineers hereby wish to publicly express 
the thanks of the town to Mr. A. L. Hartshorn for use of 
a lumber reach, and to Mr. D. P. Bird for the use of an 
express wagon, which were so kindly loaned to tiuke the 
place of the truck and hose wagon when they were in the 
repair shop. 

It is hoped that the citizens will awake to the necessity of 
better equipping the fire department, and that something shall 
be done at once in relation to the matter.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


To the Citizens of Walpole: 


ORGANIZATION. 


Your board organized for the year by the election of 
Robert S. Gray as chairman, and Frederic Guild as secre- 
tary. 

At the last March meeting the terms of office of Robert S. 
Gray and Elbridge P. Boyden expired, and Mr. Robert S. 
Gray was re-elected and Mr. H. E. Bacon filled the vacancy 
ot Mr. Boyden. 

At the coming March meeting you will be called upon to 
elect to the School Board two members to serve three years 
each, the terms of Frederic Guild and Thomas F. Maguire 
expiring with the March meeting. 


SUPERINTENDENT. 


The district formed by the union of Walpole and Bridge- 
water expired April 1, and a new district was formed con- 
sisting of the towns of Walpole and Franklin. It was known 
at the time of this union that the valuation of the town of 
Franklin lacked only $112,000 of the limit set by the law 
excluding a town from forming a district under the law of 
1888. The committee from the town of Franklin estimated 
that it would be at least three years before the increased 
valuation would exclude Franklin from employing a super- 
intendent under the district plan. The assessors’ valuation, 
however, for the year 1892 shows a gain of $130,000 over 
that of last year. This will exclude Franklin from the dis- 
trict plan, and some measures must be taken to form a new 
district with some other towns the coming spring. 
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The towns of Foxboro and Norfolk, at their last March 
meeting, voted in favor of employing a superintendent, but 
were unable to form a union with other towns for the pur- 
pose. Undoubtedly these towns may be obtained this year, 
and will form a very desirable district. 


HEATING AND VENTILATION. 


After a thorough trial, the committee feel justified in say- 
ing that the heating and ventilating apparatus placed in the 
Centre school building last year is an unqualified success, 
no trouble having been experienced in either furnishing suffi- 
cient heat or a sufficient quantity of pure air at all times. 

The changes recommended by the State board of police 
in the sanitary arrangements have been attended to by en- 
larging the outbuilding on the boys’ side. 


SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 


It is thought necessary by the Committee that some change 
should be made at the South school building for the better 
accommodation of the Primary school. At the time of re- 
modelling a year ago it was thought that the room would 
be sufficiently large to accommodate all pupils for the pres- 
ent, but at no time since the completion of the building has 
there been sufficient room to seat all pupils belonging to the 
school. It was suggested at the time that if this room 
should ever need enlarging it could easily be done by put- 
ting on an addition of ten feet in front of the building. It 
seems imperatively necessary that this work be done. 

The Centre school building needs painting, and to further 
delay this would be a detriment to the building. 

At the East school we would recommend the building of a 
fence to enclose the school yard. At present there is nothing 
to restrain children from wandering at will over adjoining 
property. As this section of the town is fast building up, it 
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seems imperative that this matter receive the attention of the 
town this year. 

In the estimates for repairs have been included sufficient 
sums to build the fence around this school lot, paint the 
Centre building, and for general repairs for the coming year.

SCHOOL TEACHERS. 


At the opening of the new year we received the resigna- 


OF 


tion of Mr. Henry H. Kendall, principal of the High school, 
who received an appointment to the Marlboro High school 
at an increased salary. 

Mr. James Reigart, student in Clark University at Wor- 
cester, was secured as substitute until a new principal could 
be secured. From the numerous candidates the Committee 
chose Mr. Elmer H. Brackett, and the success of the school 
during the past year, and the increased interest of the pupils, 
has justified the committee in their choice. At the close of 
the school year in June the resignations of Misses Lena F. 
Adams, Emma M. Maguire, and Emma M. Caldwell were 
received. These vacancies were filled by the election of Miss 
Minnie W. Schuyler and Miss Edna F. Grant, graduates of 
Bridgewater Normal School. Miss Martha E. Park was 
given temporary charge of the D Primary until a satisfactory 
teacher could be secured, but her success as a substitute 
warranted the Committee in appointing her permanently to 
the position. The success of Miss Park in this position is 
another evidence of the thorough training our High school 
graduates can secure in our training school, and warrants us 
in employing our own townspeople when they have fitted 
themselves sufficiently to take the positions. 

In this connection I would call your attention to the small 
number of resignations that we have received this year 
as compared with previous years. This is due in a large 
measure to the increased salaries that we were enabled to 
pay, and the result is, as I predicted in my last report, the 
retaining of our teachers for longer terms of service. 


ATTENDANCE. 


The school attendance for the past year has been exceed- 
ingly irregular. Owing again to the prevalence of la grippe 
and the prevalence of diphtheria in the early part of the year, 
many pupils were kept at home by their parents for fear 
that diphtheria might become epidemic. Fortunately, by the 
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prompt action of the Board of Health in isolating the cases, 
the disease did not spread. 

Not all absences, however, are accounted for in this man- 
ner but many pupils are allowed to remain at home by indul- 
gent parents for very faulty reasons. This is an injustice to 
the child and inflicts injury to the whole school on account 
of pupils falling behind in their work. Good work can only 
be done when all pupils are present every day. Several 
pupils failed of promotion last June simply because they had 
been absent so much that they had failed to do the work re- 
quired of them, and from present indication a much larger 
number will fail to pass the coming June for the same reason. 

In my last report I had occasion to call special attention + 
to the large number of tardy marks in the High school. 

A great improvement has been made during the past year, 
the number being reduced from 295 to 105 for the present 
year. While this is a great improvement over last year, the 
number is now altogether too large, and, I am sorry to say, 
is due in a large measure from the children in two or three _ 
families, and seems entirely unnecessary. | 

It is hoped that the coming year may see as much im- 
provement over the last.

TEXT BOOKS. 


During the past year a large number of new text books 
have been added to the list, but there is still need of others. 
It is intended to supply all schools with text books on the 
subject of physiology and hygiene as soon as the money is 
available to do so. I would not have you understand that 
this subject has been neglected for the want of text books, as 
all the teachers have taught this subject during preceding 
years. The introduction of the text books will, however, 
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be of great assistance and tend to’ make the work more 
thorough and systematic. 


DRAWING. 


Under the direction of Miss Mary E. Anderson, this sub- 
ject has made steady progress during the past year. 

Prang’s system of drawing books have been introduced, 
and the drawing, as far as possible, made to conform to this 
system. Owing to increased expenses, it will be impossible 
to employ a director of drawing for the coming year with- 
out asking for an increased appropriation. Our teachers 
have now fitted themselves to teach the subject, having 
taught it two years under the direction of Miss Anderson, 
and having devoted the teachers’ meetings to the subject 
almost wholly for the past two years. 

I think it will be better, under the circumstances, to dis- 
pense with the services of Miss Anderson, and rely upon the 
ability of our teachers, than to increase the appropriation. 
This is simply carrying out the original plan when a direc- 
tor of drawing was employed. It was intended to get the 
subject well introduced and teachers taught, then leave the 
teachers to continue the work. 

Miss Anderson has done her work well and shown a 
thorough knowledge of her subject, ability as a director, and 
has certainly accomplished wonders in the short time she 
has been in charge. Upon a recent visit to our schools, Mr. 
Bailey, state director of drawing, said that some of our work 
was as good as any he had seen in the State. 


PROMOTIONS. 


The promoting of pupils without requiring them to pass 
final written examinations, but rather upon an average of 
their monthly standing for the year, has proven the wisdom 
of that method. Our High school is constantly increasing 
in numbers, the pupils entering at a higher standard of at- 
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tainments each succeeding year, thus enabling us to do more 
thorough work. 

Our course of study allows for eight years work before 
entering the High school. It has been customary to pro- 
mote the brightest pupils, allowing them to do two years 
work in one, so that some pupils enter the High school in 
seven years, and occasionally a pupil enters in six years. 
When pupils enter school at five or six years of age and are 
allowed to take two years studies in one year, it will be 
seen that it is possible to enter the High school at eleven 
or twelve years of age. This brings pupils into the school 
at an immature age and while even the brightest pupils are 
still too young to comprehend the course of study in the 
High school and to do the work well. There is sufficient 
work laid out in the eight years course of study to keep 
even the best pupils busy for that length of time, and I am 
convinced that it is an injustice to the pupils to allow them 
to attempt the course in any shorter time. I would recom- 
mend that instead of any pupil attempting to do two years 
work in one, that the dull pupils be required to take a longer 
time than eight years to complete the course. This will 
tend to increase the age of pupils upon admission to the 
High school, thus securing more mature minds, better able 
to understand the studies of the High school course, and will 
tend to raise the standard of our High school, and give bet- 
ter satisfaction to both parents and Committee. 

I would call your attention to the overcrowded condition 
of the A and B Primary grades at the Centre school. This 
school, at the time of writing, contains 60 pupils, and the 
average number for the year has been 53. 

You will see that this is too large a number for one 
teacher to successful teach without assistance. I would rec- 
ommend that this school be divided, and occupy two rooms 
under separate teachers. This will insure more thorough 
work, allowing the teachers to give more individual attention 
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toeach pupil. This is one of the most critical grades of the 
system, and requires more thorough work and individual 
attention on the part of the teacher to secure desired re- 
sults. 

Mr. G. I. Aldrich, of Quincy, in his report for 1890, 
writes as follows of a similar overcrowded condition of some 
of the Quincy schools : — 

“During the autumn term, the maximum number of pupils 
assigned to these rooms was as follows: to one room 53, to 
each of two rooms 54, to each of three rooms 55, and to each 
of tworooms 58. This is all wrong, and nothing but urgent 
necessity can justify school authorities in permitting it. A 
double injustice is done. The teachers are overworked, and 
pupils cannot possibly receive that attention which they de- 
serve. 

“In these days, when more is attempted in schools than 
ever before, when the public demands more than ever, when 
criticism is sharper than at any previous time, it is a con- 
stant wonder to me that teachers so circumstanced succeed 
as well as they do. Overburdened as they are, it is sur- 
prising that they afford so little occasion for reasonable com- 
plaint.” 

As there appears to be no prospect of this school being 
any smaller in the near future, it would seem as though 
action could not be much longer delayed. 

The work for the past year in our schools has been en- 
couraging, in several of the grades more work having been 
done than in previous years with better results. 

I cannot close this report without calling your attention 
to the faithful and untiring efforts of our corps of teachers. 
While many people think that the life of a school teacher is 
remarkably easy, often saying that a teacher only works 
from nine until] four o’clock five days in the week, I can 
confidently say that there are very few classes of people who 
put in more hours of work in a day, or attempt harder work, 
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than teachers of our public schools. I have always found our 
teachers devoted to their work, ready to. sacrifice anything 
in the interest of their pupils and always trying to excel 
the previous year’s standing. 

I quite often have the complaint made that teachers, as a 
class, are paid too much. I would like right here to quote 
again from Mr. Aldrich’s report. When you stop to con- 
sider that our average maximum salary is less than the sala- 
ries mentioned in Mr. Aldrich’s report, I think the unreason- 
ableness of the criticism will be apparent: 

“The second matter relates to the compensation of 
teachers, a topic on which I have frequently written, and yet 
one of which I feel compelled to speak, as often as I have 
opportunity, through the pages of a report, to reach the 
eyes of the public. 

“Of the sixty-one teachers reported above as in charge of 
grammar and primary classes, nine receive salaries of $500 
per year, twenty-three receive annual salaries of $450, 
while the compensation of the remaining twenty-nine is lower 
yet. 3 

“Such of our teachers as do not chance to be residents of 
Quincy are obliged to be here forty weeks of each year. 
The expense of board is at least five and one-half dollars per 
week, or two hundred and twenty-five dollars for the school 
year. If we assume. that such teachers are in receipt of sal- 
aries of $450, there will remain to each the sum of two hun- 
dred and twenty-five dollars. This amount must meet all 
living expenses for the remaining twelve weeks of the year, 
as well as the cost of clothing, travel, books, and the thou- 
sand little expenditures which everybody knows to be inev- 
‘table. Such an examination of the matter as any fair- 
minded person can readily make for himself, affords con- 
vincing proof of the extreme meagreness of such salary. 

“We entered on the year 1890 with a teaching corps 
numbering 66. Out of the number we have lost 16 during 
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the year. An inspection of the table of changes, which ap- 
pears on a subsequent page, makes it evident that the im- 
mediate cause of the great majority was the inadequacy of 
the salaries paid in Quincy. Year after year it happens 
that we part with between a fourth and a fifth of our entire 
teaching force. When I reflect that we are thus changing 
the entire force about once in four years, I wonder that 
we succeed in having as good schools as we do. Far from 
effecting any positive improvement, it would not be sur- 
prising if the excellence of the schools were to be found 
steadily declining.” 

Every word of the above is applicable to our own town, 
as we pay even less, while expenses are proportionately the 
same, and our ratio of teachers changed each year is even 
larger. 

Let us hope that, instead of criticising, these people will 
endeavor to speak a good word now and then for our faith- 
ful teachers, who are giving the best years of their life and 
strength freely and willingly, and receiving less in the way 
of compensation than the foreign domestic in our kitchens. 

I can find no more fitting words with which to close my 
report than those used by Mr. Aldrich in closing his report 
of 1890: 

“As I draw this report to a close, I feel that I should be 
entirely justified in commending much of the work of the 
schools during the year 1890. Instead of doing so, however, 
I prefer to dwell somewhat upon the aims which have guided 
the teachers and superintendent in their management of the 
schools. 

“ First. — It has been our constant endeavor to have every 
pupil at school whose absence could not be satisfactorily 
accounted for. We believe that good schools will attract 
pupils, and have striven to make the schools sufficiently good 
to effectually draw to them all the children. 

“ Second. — Making wise use of the means placed at our 
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disposal by the city, we have carefully guarded the health of 
the pupils, by securing for them right physical surroundings. 
Careful regard has been paid to temperature and ventilation, 
and by well-timed physical exercises we have attempted to 
mitigate the confinement of the school-room, and to improve 
the general bearing of the pupils. 

« Third. — We have endeavored to characterize the gov- 
ernment of the schools by patience, firmness, steadiness, and 
cheerful good-humor, to the end not merely that the school- 
rooms should be quiet and orderly places, but that the char- 
acters of the pupils should be moulded wisely, as they must 
be by the prevalence of such qualities. 

* Fourth. — We have regarded mental training as a result 
higher in value than knowledge. If the first is secured, we 
know the second will be forthcoming. Doing nothing for 
pupils which they can fairly be expected to do for themselves, 
we have endeavored to make their work as pleasant as possible 
by permeating it with intelligence. Realizing the tendency 
in school management to dull and deadening monotony, we 
have sought earnestly for such variety as might keep the 
schools thoroughly alive. 

* Hifth. — Impressed with the conviction that the most im- 
portant results to be secured are those which have to do with 
the characters of the pupils in our charge, we have endeavored, 
not only in the domain of school discipline, but also in all the 
relations of pupils with teachers, of pupils with each other, 
of pupils with their work, — by example and precept, di- 
rectly and incidentally, — to so train them during their early 
years that they shall grow up worthy citizens of a free com- 
monwealth — good men and good women.”
